Rogue roofer warning 


GREENWICH trading Standards have 
received reports of a rogue trader knocking 
on doors in the South East. 

The rogue roofer is offering a free external 
roof survey which he carries out by using 
binoculars. He also claims to be "doing a lot 
of work in the surrounding area". 

Trading standards officers say he is fairly 
persistent in his attempts to get people to 
agree to have the survey done. 

A Greenwich officer said: "These Tree' 
surveys usually lead to the trader alleging 
problems requiring things like damp proof 
or security installation surveys to put 
matters right. 

"More often than not the work is not 


required or householders are overcharged." 
The warning comes in the midst of Scams 
Awareness Month, a campaign led by the 
Citizens Advice Bureau and Action Fraud 
which is handing out information and 
advice on what to look out for to avoid 
becoming a victim.

Free tours for locals on 
Royal Navy's flagship 


HMS Bulwark, the Flagship 
of the Royal Navy, will be 
arriving in Greenwich next 
week for a seven-day visit to 
London. 

She will be moored at 
Greenwich Ship Tier, and people 
will have the opportunity to 
go on board and have a look 
round. There will also be other 
attractions in the grounds of 
the Old Royal Naval College to 
mark the 350th anniversary of 
the Royal Marines. People will 
have the opportunity to meet 
the Marines and members of the 
Royal Navy as well. 

HMS Bulwark is one of the UK’s 
amphibious ships designed to 
put Royal Marines ashore by sea 
and air. 

She is designed to send large 
numbers of troops and vehicles to 
shore as quickly as possible. The 
rear of the Bulwark opens and 
floods a compartment, allowing 
the boats inside to be launched. 


The 64 metre flight deck is able 
to take two helicopters, and 
stow a third. The deck can also 
support two Chinook heavy-lift 
helicopters. 

People can go aboard HMS 
Bulwark on May 31 and June 1, 
between 9am and 4pm, but visits 
are by ticket only. Activities in 
the grounds are free for all to 
enjoy. A special 9am session 
is available on both days 
exclusively for residents living 
in the Greenwich West ward 
postcodes.

A SCHOOL office assistant 
who underwent a life- 
changing double lung 
transplant in August 2011 
is taking on the BUPA 
10km run in London on 
Sunday (May 25) to help 
beat cystic fibrosis. 

Sophie Gannon has suffered 
with the degenerative disease 
from birth and was in the 
Harefield Hospital “being 
kept alive” when she was 
lucky enough to be given the 
transplant in 2011. 

Now she is taking on the 
huge challenge of running 
10km with her brother Danny, 
in aid of the hospital and the 
Cystic Fibrosis Trust, which is 
in its 50th year. 

The 25-year-old former 
pupil at St Paul’s Academy 
in Abbey Wood said: “I have 
had difficulty breathing and 
digesting food, so it affects all 
my organs. Then when I was 18 
I got pneumonia, which really 
set everything off. 

“I was rushed into hospital in 
July 2011 to Lewisham and was 
there for a month. They said 
that was it. I was transferred 
to Harefield and kept alive and 
then a month after my 22nd 
birthday I had a transplant.” 

She had to learn to “walk and 
talk again” and even today her 
lungs only work to 60 or 70 per 
cent of capacity. 

“To me, doing this run is still 
quite a big challenge,” Sophie 
added. 

“We’ve been doing a bit of 
training, but it has to be bit by 
bit. Some training sessions are 
a bit of a write off.” 

She has received a huge 
amount of support from her 


school community, where 
many of the teachers and the 
headteacher are the same as 
when she attended. 

“They always worry about 
me because they know what 
has happened,” Sophie said. 
“They are all supportive.” 

Sophie still has the 
condition, which causes the 
lungs and digestive system to 
become clogged with thick, 
sticky mucus, resulting in 
inhammation of the lungs and 
chronic infections. Only half 
of sufferers reach 40. 

Sophie’s family are 
accustomed to raising money. 

“Danny’s brilliant and ran 
the London Marathon in 2012 
and my dad did one about 20 
years ago. I’ve always wanted 
to do something like that, but 
until now, I’ve never been well 
enough. I used to lie and watch 
the London Marathon in bed”, 
she said. 

“I’m used to going to the 
gym for lung function but 
frequent stomach problems 
in the past meant my weight 
was not right. It was a big 
vicious circle just to keep well 
and my mum saved my life a 
few times through intuition. 
Now my weight is stable post- 
transplant, I’m in a better 
place, and for me, this is 
brilliant lung function.” 

Money raised will enable the 
Cystic Fibrosis Trust to invest 
in cutting-edge research to 
develop better treatments and, 
ultimately find a cure. It will 
also provide support to those 
with cystic fibrosis and their 
families and help the trust to 
drive up standards in medical 
care.

Get ready to vote 

Council and Euro elections will be held on Thursday

DON’T forget, Thursday (May 22) 
is Polling Day, when thousands of 
people across the borough will go to 
the polling stations. 

They will cast votes to elect a new set 
of borough councillors as well as eight 
members of the European Parliament, 
representing London. 

The polling stations open at 7am and 
close at 10pm. 

The counting of votes for council seats 
will begin on Friday morning. 

The first results are expected during the 
afternoon or evening on Friday. 

Voters can find out the local results 
as they are announced by going on the 
council’s website at www.royalgreenwich. 
gov.uk/elections2014 (where currently 
you can find a list of candidates) or via 
the council’s Twitter feed at www.twitter. 
com/royal_greenwich 

The count for the European votes will 
take place on Sunday with the results 
displayed during the evening at www. 
europarl.org.uk/ 

Poll cards were posted out in mid-April 
2014 to all registered voters. 



VOTE HERE: Ballots will be held for two elections 

Electors do not need to take their poll 
cards with them to the polling station in 
order to vote, unless they are registered 
anonymously. 

If you have not registered as a voter, 
you will not be able to vote in the May 
2014 elections. The deadline for voter 
registration was on May 6. 

Most voters will be given two ballot 
papers, one for the London Region 
European Parliamentary election, and 
one for the local government ward in 
which they are registered to vote. 

A total of 17 wards in the borough are 
being contested. 

People should vote for no more than 


three candidates on the council election 
ballot paper. Candidates will be shown in 
alphabetical order by surname. 

Vote once on the European 
Parliamentary ballot paper, where your 
vote will be for a political party. 

If you make a mistake when voting on 
your ballot paper, you should take it to 
the polling staff in the polling station. 

They will advise how you can correct the 
mistake without it spoiling your vote. 

If you have not voted before, or are not 
sure what to do, you can ask the polling 
staff to give you guidance. 

When you go into the polling station 
there are notices explaining what to do. 

But please don’t forget you have the 
opportunity to vote in two elections on 
the same day. 

To vote, mark a cross X in the boxed 
space or spaces on the right-hand side of 
the ballot paper to indicate your choice. 

Your vote may not be counted if you 
vote more than the number of times 
indicated at the top of the ballot paper, or 
mark your ballot paper in any other way, 
or write your name or poll number on the 
ballot paper.

THIRTY young people from the 
borough have been chosen for a Royal 
Greenwich Sail Training award so they 
can take part in the Tall Ships Regatta 
from September 5 to 9.

The lucky 30 include three from the Royal

Wartime artist reunited with 
commemorative banner

A BANNER made to mark the 1953 
Coronation of Her Majesty The 
Queen has been reunited with the 
Royal Artillery soldier who painted 
it more than 60 years ago. 

Signals Officer Gunner Doug Leyland 
was the unofficial artist at regiment’s 
headquarters during the Korean War. 

He was instructed to paint the 4.3 
metre banner as part of a series for the 
celebrations for the coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth 11. 

Years later, the long-forgotten banner 
was eventually tracked down, and 
was presented to Firepower, the Royal 
Artillery museum in Woolwich, last 
Tuesday (May 13), where it is now on 
display. 

Guests at ceremony included veterans 
of the Korean campaign - including a 
thrilled Doug Leyland. 

He said: “I’m amazed it has survived. It 
was a bit of art I was quite proud of, and 
now it is on display here in the museum 
I’m even more proud of it.” 

The banner was presented by His 
Excellency Ambassador Sungnam Lim 
of the Embassy of the Republic of Korea 
to the Master Gunner St James’s Park, 
General Sir Timothy Granville-Chapman. 


The donation marked the gratitude 
of the Korean people who have never 
forgotten the freedoms that were secured 
for them by young British servicemen 
and women 61 years ago.

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Rogue gardener grounded 


Court orders payout after botched job 



A ROGUE landscape gardener has 
been ordered to pay a total of £1,170 
after a botched job in the rear garden 
of a house in Greenwich. 

Thirty-two year old William Moulson 
pleaded guilty to two charges under the 
Consumer Protection from Unfair Trading 
Regulations 2008 and the Environment 
Protection Act when he appeared before 
Bromley Magistrates on May 9. 

He was ordered to pay a compensation 
order of £750 to the victim, a fine of £200, 
costs of £200 and a victim surcharge of 
£20. 

The court heard he had been hired to 
carry out work to a rear garden after 
dropping a leaflet at a Greenwich house 
in September 2012. 

The householder had asked him to 
remove a concrete slab, roots, weeds and 
trees, build a small brick retaining wall 
for the garden and turf the whole area. 
The pair agreed a price of £750. 

Once the work was complete the 
householder refused to pay cash as was 
requested and made payment by bank 
transfer. 

But on inspection of the job, it was 
discovered that Moulson had not carried 
out the works as they had agreed. 

The householder complained to the 
local Safer Neighbourhood Team which 
referred the case to council trading 
standards officers. 

During the case, the court heard that 


Moulson had simply turfed over the 
concrete slab instead of removing it. The 
brickwork was shoddy while waste from 
the garden had been tipped over the back 
wall onto public land. 

An expert from the council’s Parks and 


Open spaces team agreed the turfed area 
was poorly levelled and that the bricks 
for the wall were not compatible with the 
existing wall while the pointing was poor 
with a half brick loose. 

They estimated the job should have cost

£300-350 including waste removal if done 
properly. 

A council spokesperson said: “Thanks to 
the joint working with the police we were 
able to show that this trader had misled 
his client and purposefully dumped the 
garden waste material. 

“It only proved possible to identify Mr 
Moulson because the victim refused to 
pay him in cash and also that she wisely 
noted the registration number of his 
vehicle.”

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VISITORS to the Old 
Royal Naval College 
will be able to operate 
historic water pumps 
after their restoration. 

The pumps were 
originally used by the 
pensioners who lived at 
the Royal Hospital before 
the introduction of piped 
water. 

They were situated in 
King William and Queen 
Anne courtyards encased 
in stone structures. 
But they are now being 
restored to their original 
splendour by ironwork 
conservation specialist 
Brian Hall at his Charlton 
workshop. 

“Firstly each pump will 
be dismantled, carefully, 
and the parts will be 
removed, the surviving 
ironwork will then be 
cleaned and the missing 
elements and mechanisms 
will be fabricated and 
forged. They will then 
be painted back to their 
original colour and finally 
reassembled on site back 
to their unique form,” he 
told GT. 

The works will take about 
a week and although they 
will no longer draw water, 
it means visitors can 
operate the handles as the 
Royal Hospital pensioners 
once did. 

The delicate conservation 
of three of the four 18 th 
century water pumps 
is part of ongoing 
conservation works at 
the college.

T HE range of sports covered by 
Greenwich Starting Blocks 
has never been greater, if the 
athletes sponsored by the 
charity this year is any guide. 

Athletes already backed by the scheme were 
joined by many new faces at a ceremony at 
Charlton Lido and Lifestyle Club last week, 
as the funding for 2014 was announced. 

They were representing sports as varied as 
boxing and judo to taekwondo and skeleton 
bob. 

Juvenal Iragaba has recently switched 
from handball to skeleton bob, which is on 
the Winter Olympic programme and is the 
subject of a huge talent search by the British 
Olympic Association.

He added: “Last year, the scheme gave me 
free access to GLL gyms which helped. When 
I was first playing here I was really skinny, 
but since I did a lot of muscle training I’ve 
become one of the big players in the team.” 

Having played for England U16s, the A-level 
student at Woolwich Polytechnic is aiming 
to make the U18s squad in the autumn. 

Hammer thrower Shaunagh Brown, 24, 
described free access to the gyms across the 
whole of GLL’s national network as “almost 
priceless to me”. 

She divides her time between training 
in Loughborough with the nation’s best 
hammer throwers and at Sutcliffe Park with 
coach John Hillier who also trains fellow 
Starting Blocks athlete Divine Oladipo. 

Shaunagh said: “The money I receive on top 
of free gym access goes towards my travel 
and competitions. I tend to do competitions 
early in the season and money quickly goes 
on getting there and hotels.”

The Charlton-born judo star said: “I’ve 
had a tough couple of years since the 
Olympics. I broke my thumb, my wrist 
and sprained my ankle, but I’ve also had a 
couple of great results between then and 
now.” 

On the mat, she has built on her Olympic 
success, taking bronze and gold in two 
Grand Prix events and bronze in a Grand 
Slam in Moscow. 

The 27-year-old faces a big year in judo, 
with the World Cup following July’s 
Commonwealth Games in Glasgow. 

She said: “The pinnacle of our sport is 
the Olympic Games and then the World 
Cup, but with the Commonwealth Games 
being in Glasgow and being full-time 
based in Edinburgh, it’s pretty much a 
home games.
